Tobacco a Cause of Intemper- 
ance. 

Dear Editor :-It ia very 
unhealthy and brings on many 
diseases besides waiting 
much money. Han kings, 
in all his travlee, never saw a 
drunkard but what used to- 
bacco, and the use of tobacco 
is largely responsible for in- 
temeprance and drunkenness, 
1. Because it brings into the 
body something which makes 
people want to drink liquor. 2. 
Because tobacco and cigars 
are sold where liquor is kept, 
and there is temptation to 
drink when buying tobacco. 
3. Because the saloon offers a 
place to smoke which many 
cannot get unless they smoke 
out of 'doors. 4 Because the 
use of tobacco is a filthy habit 
and makes one have less self- 
respect, so he is more liable to 
Z drink liquor. 5. Because the 
man who has learned toamoke, 
and drink, too, is bound with 
two chains and it is almost 


impossible to break away from 
either 

In the atato's prison at Au- 
burn, N. T. t out of 600 prison- 
ers confined there for com- 
mitiug crimes while under the 
influence of drink, some 500 
testified they began intemper- 
ance by using tobacco. The 
N. Y. World gives a list of 294 
caBes in the insane asylums 
brought there through drink, 
and out of that number 246 
began by using tobacco. 

President Evans, of Hedd- 
ing College, says, a boys and 
young men out of every 1.0 
who fall into drinking habits 
first learn to smoke. Govern- 
or Su lei van of Massachusetts, 
says, the tobacco pipe creates 
a demand for something to 
take place of the wasted saliva, 
and drink is often the result. 
Tobacco when first chewed, 
smoked, or snuffed, deranges 
the whole system. 

Now my little friends I will 
tell you what our red, white, 
and blue ribbons mean. Red 
is the sign of danger and war 
and bloodshed and should re- 
mind the members of the Band 
of Hope that they are always to 
fight the evil the best they 
can. White means purity — 
means that we should always 
keep ouraelvea from the filthy 
habit of using tobacco, and 
teaches us that their lives are 
pure, and that we are not to 
touch that which is unclean. 
Blue, we may say, ia the col- 
ors of the sky or heavens and 
is continually to remind us 
that Qod's name is to be kept 
holy, which means fidelity, 
and reminds us that those 
who wear it that they are to 
be true to their fellowmen 
and true to the principles of 
right.
